journalist. 
Ho testified that he b a corro- 


Rpondont oC The Moscow Gazette; that ho 
has worked on The Daily Xowaand Tha Ar- 
beltor Xeltung oC this city; that hlj asso- 
ciates her* have chioUy boon amoi:c iho 
^ociullsts, and that Spies obtained u posi- 
tion for him In tho south previous to 1SS4. 
Ho hud mado tho acquaintance or Spies 
'.liroutili writing to him to ask him it he 
would use an article on tha subject of revo- 
lutionary societies in Russia. 
Tho cross- 


examination brought out tho fact that In 
thu letter to Sploi Malkoff said ho was "a 
proletariat in the fullest nonso of tho woid," 
but h3 insisted that he moant by the torm 
'•proletariat" a poor mau—a mau without 
monay. 
He had navor been a mombor of 


any revolutionary society.

events o£ May -1, Malkoir said ho was

Tho speaker of tho houso had taltou tho 
procautioa to prohibit tho salo of Intoxi- 
cating- drinks in tho houso restaurant until 
after adjournment aud ono cbarac-torisric 
of previous adjournraonts was conspicuous 
by Its absence. Thoro was a very full at- 
tendance in tho galleries, but a sparse 
show of senators and momborn and tl.o 
usual rush to try and got "littlo bills" 
through In tho hurry of adjournment day, 
and also somo filibustering. 


The senate commoncod tho day with a 


dobato as to whether tho adjournment reso- 
lution should bo considered or a day lixod 
in the noxt session for tho consideration of 
tho Euds1 ship railway bill, and compro- 
mised by going into executive session, tho 
doors reopening a littlo before 13 o'clock. 
In the meantime tho president's socretury 
arrived with the announcement o£ tho nx- 
ocutivo approval of ths deficiency, sundry 
civil, and river and harbor bills, with sov- 
eral others of loans importance. 
Tho polit- 


ical disabilities of S. M. iiarton aud Benja- 
min 1'. Loyall, o! Virginia, wero removed, 
and & joint resolution providing for 
tho 


subsintoneo and traveling oxpenses of ngonta 
of tho labor bureau lor lust July was 
adopted. 


Tho flrat aonsation of tho day occurred 


Tvhon, according to cuatora, Harris ofl'ored 
a resolution complimentary to tho presidaut 
of tbo senate, Hawloy was in the chair, 
aud declared tho resolution adopted, when, 
to everybody's surprise, lliddlobergor cot 
tbo floor and objoctud that a quorum bad 
not voted, and domandbff tbat u quorum be 
obtained before tho resolution bo declared 
adopted. Itlddlobergor was correct in his 
statement, and to get out oi an embar- 
rassing position, tbo sonato took rocoss until 
I p. m. Tho Virginia senator was not on 
hand when tho senate roassomblod, and tho 
resolution wont through without trouble. 


Tho houso bill for tho rollot of soldiers of 


tho Twelfth Michigan volunteers dishonor- 
ably discharged was then passed, and an- 
other rocoss takon until 2:30 p. m., a com- 
inlttoo consisting of Hdaiunds and Harriu 
bavins previously been appointed to wait 
upon tho president and inform him that tho 
sonato awaited his pleasure. Upon roassem- 
bllng, tup committee reported having-, in 
company with a similar committee of tba 
house, performed its duty, tbe prosidout 
saying that he had nothing further to say, 
and that ho congratulated congross on tho 
cloao of its labors. 


The conferoncocommjttw on tho fortifi- 


cations bill reported failure to come to an 
agreement v^ith tho house commit too, and 
that settled tbo bill for this session, and tho 
sonato again took recess.

Tho speaker, 
however, ruled that as the question of dis- 
respect to tho house had boon raised against 
tho resolutions, they must bo road boforo 
the houso could decide tbo question. An ap 
l>eal was takon and that in turn, laid upon 
the table, an hour being consumed in the 
operation, 
Tbo Republicans declared thoy

Tbo 
committee to wait upon tho president made 
thoir report at a£5, tho bill accepting tho 
Grant trophies and several public building 
bills wore passed and every attempt to ob- 
tain unanimous consent to put bills upon 
tneir passage being mot with objections, tho 
house took reooss until 3:40, 


Upon reassembling, Hlsoock moved to 


Bnipe&d tbo rules and pass tho bill rogulat- 
ing duties upon tobacco wrappers, and upon 
this motion he gpoko until a few minutes of 
•1 o'clock, thus effectually preventing any 
further attempts at loglsLatioa 
An effort 


was made, however, to have tho majority

Tho session closed Is tho longest, with

Tbo first session of the Forty-seventh 
congross lasted iM7 days, and tho first BOS- 
sioix of tho Forty-fourth congress ran ^5-1 
days: Prior to those thoro had not been a 
session since tho Thirty-fourth congress, In 
which tho session has occupied so many 
days. Tho Thirty-fourth congress sat in its 
first session 200 days; tho Thirty-second 
congress sat ^75 days, and tho Thirty-first 
congress sat £02 days. This was tho IOHE- 


tlib TEirty-rourtn "congress, wmcn sat in 
special eossion ten days.

reached Mr. Carpenter's ears, and when 
a Gazette reporter brought the subject 
up, he smile 1 broadly. 


"Why," he said, "I looked over the 


ground with Engineer George Houston, 
of Beloit, ono of tho best posted mou on 
hydraulics in this part of tho country;
